UST as the Navy has a service 


force—stores ships, tankers, repair 
ships, ete.—whose job it is to service and 
supply the fighting fleet—the Navy also 


has a large land transportation organi- 
zation Which. performs a similar function 
both for the fleet and the naval shore 
establishment. 

This shore-going “fleet” has had to be 
expanded as the Navy has expanded, and 
now numbers 134,000 vehicles. Its growth 
has created many serious transportation 
problems. To deal with the great num- 
ber of trucks, buses, passenger cars and 
so forth acquired under this necessary 
expansion program, a Transportation 
Branch was established last February in 
the Office of Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Bard, headed by Mr. Arthur M. 
Hill, who had been associated with the 
Greyhound Corporation for many years. 

Under Mr. Hill’s direction, personnel 
concerned with transportation in -everal 
different bureaus and offices of the Navy 
were brought together in a single organi- 
zation, and the staff of this organization 
was filled out by the addition of Navy 
personnel and civilians who are special- 
ists in various phases of transportation. 

The Transportation Branch’s accom- 
plisiments recorded so far have been a 
valuable contribution to the Navy's 
efficiency during its period of great ex- 
pansion. 

Precurement of automotive vehicles by 


the various bureaus and offices of the 
Navy. as well as by the Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, is now cleared through 
and coordinated by the Transportation 
Branch, This Clearance process makes it 
possible to speed up procurement, saves 
money, minimizes the drain on the civili- 
an stockpile, and pools the technical ex- 
herioice of the various branches of the 
Navy. At the same time, the existence 
of this central clearance agency increases 
efficiency in the use of transportation 
equipment by facilitating the interchange 
of vehicles between the Navy. Marine 
Corp. and Coast Guard. 


Cc servation has been stressed. 


To prolong the life and make the most 
eflici nt use of Navy-owned transporta- 
Hon «vuipment, vehicles have been pooled 
Wherever practical in the naval districts 
and controls have been imposed to re- 
Stric: operation to essential Navy busi- 
hess. One naval district estimated that 
Vehicle mileage was reduced by nearly 
one-third, notwithstanding increased re- 
(Wirements for transportation. 

Conservation has been effected not 
only in operations but also through im- 


provement of vehicle and tire mainten- 
ance Schools have been established to 
train commissioned and enlisted person- 
nel in approved vehicle and tire main- 
tenance methods, and uniform inspection 
and maintenance procedures have been 
Installed. 

The distribution of automotive parts 
has been centralized by the establish- 
ment of two spare parts depots, one at 
Scotia, N. ¥., serving naval stations in 
the eastern part of the country and the 
other, at Clearfield, Utah, serving those

Army Promotion Law 

Acting after more than a month of 
consideration, the House Military Af 
fairs Committee this week reported a 
hill amending the service-in-grade pro- 
motion act of 13 June 1940 to permit ap 
pointment permanent brigadier yen 
erals of five officers of less than 28 years’ 
commissioned service whose nomina- 
tions are now pending before the Senate 
Military Committee. 

The House committee amended the 
measure to provide that not more than 
25 per cent of the total number of au- 
thorized brigadier generals of the line 
may be appointed from among officers 
of less than 28 years’ service. 


as 


There are 50 permanent brigadier gen 
“erals of the line. 

Rejected by the committee was a 
proposal to amend the 1940 act to prohi 
bit retirement for age of officers more 
than 60 years of age. 

The 1940 act, which requires brigadier 
generals to have 28 years of commis 
sioned service on appointment, also re 
quires retirement of brigadier generals 
at age 62 and retirement of promotion 
list officers below grade of brigadier 
general at age 60. 


This provision of law has been widely 
attacked, since the Army is using it as 


a means of relieving from active duty an | 


estimated 900 officers over age 60. 

This week meanwhile, the War De- 
partment formally reported that it does 
not favor legislation which would sus- 
pend retirements for age for the dura- 
tion of the war.

Expand Cable Service 

Expansion of the service for sending 
fixed text and senders’ composition cable 
messages to personnel at overseas Naval 
bases will be put into effect shortly after 
1 Jan. 1944. Originally scheduled for an 
earlier date, opening of the expanded 
service has been delayed to conform with 
the general suspension of all out-going 
expeditionary force message service from 
6 Dec. through 25 Dee. 1943. 

As soon as the service is established 


it will be possible for persons in the 
United States to send cablegrams to 


Naval personnel at most shore bases out- 
side the continental United States, but 
not to men on ships afloat. Previously, 
cable communication has been possible 
only with a limited number of the older 
bases. 





Use of Limited-Duty Marines 

Limited duty Marine Corps personnel 
will be transferred as they become avail- 
able to posts and stations on the Hast 
coast of the United States in a ratio of 
two to one for combat personnel relieved. 
Transfers will be effected within the lim- 
its of housing and messing facilities. Com- 
manding officers of all East Coast posts 
and stations, with the exception of Par- 
ris Island, S. C.; Quantico, Va., and 
Camp Lejeune, New River, N. C., have 
been ordered to report the maximum bar- 
racks capacity of their posts. 


Change Name of Frigate 
The frigate under construction, orig- 
inally named the USS Vallejo, for the 
California city, has been named the USS 
Lorain, for the Ohio city. The name 
Vallejo has been given to a new cruiser. 


Demobilization Benefits 
Urged by the President 


A three-point legislative program, de- 
signed to provide mustering out pay, Fed- 
eral unemployment = allowances, and 
credit under Federal old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance laws for members of 
the Armed Forces was recommended to 
Congress this week by President Roose- 
velt. 

The program carries out the general 
plan laid down by the President in his 
address last July. 

The President also recommended a 
Federal maritime unemployment insur- 
ance act extending to maritime workers 
the same benefits now given railroad 
workers under a similar act. 

In his message the President cited the 
various acts already approved by Con- 
gress for the benefit of service and ex- 
service personnel. He said that the Vet- 
erans Administration will, from time to 
time, request the enactment of various 
amendments of existing laws which will 
facilitate administration and correct de- 
fects in present laws. Speaking directly 
of new benefits, the President said: 

“We must make prevision now to help our 
returning service men and women bridge the 
gap from war to peace activity. When the war 
is over our men and women in the armed 
forces will be eager to rejoin their families, 
get a job, or continue their education, and to 
pick up the threads of their former lives, They 
will return at a time when industry will be 
in the throes of reconversion. Our plans for 
demobilization of soldiers and sailors must 
be consistent with our plans for the recon- 
version of industry and for the creation of 
employment opportunities for both service 
men and war workers. Already the armed 
forces have returned many thousands of ser 
vice men and women to civil life. 

“The following further steps seem desirable 
new: 

“(1) To help service men and women tide 
over the difficult period of readjustment from 
military to civilian life. mustering-out pay 
will be nee led, It will relieve them of anxiety 
while they seek private employment or make 
their personal plans for the future. I, there 
fere, recommend to the Congress that it en 
act legislation and provide funds for the pay 
ment of a uniform, reasonable mustering-out 
pay to all members of the armed forces upon 
their honorable discharge or transfer to ‘in 
active duty. This pay should not be in a lump 
sum but on a monthly installment basis. 

“(2) We must anticipate, however, that 
some members of the armed forces may not 
be able to obtain employment within a rea 
sonable time after their return to civil life. 
For them, unemployment allowances should 
be provided until they can reasonably be ab 
sorbed by private industry. 

“Members of the armed 
now adequately covered by existing unem 
ployment insurance laws of the States, It is 
estimated that approximately one-half of them 
will have no unemployment insurance protec 
tion at all when they leave military service. 
Benefits payable to those who are covered by 
State law are unequal, and will vary greatly 
among the States because of the wide differ- 
ences in the provisions of the State laws, The 
protection in many cases will be inadequate. 
It is plainly a Federal responsibility to pro 
vide for the payment of adequate and 
equitable allowances to those service men 
and women who are unable to find employ- 
ment after their demobilization. 

“For these reasons, I recommend to the 
Congress that a uniform system of allowances 
for unemployed service men and women be 
established. 

“I believe that there should be a fixed and 
uniform rate of benefit for a fixed period of 
time for all members of the armed forces who, 
after leaving the service, are unable to find 
suitable work. In order to qualify for an un- 
employment allowance each person should be 
obliged to register with the United States Em- 
ployment Service, and, following the usual 
practice in unemployment insurance, must 
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cise their right of franchise.”

Reconditioning Army Men 


The Army Medical Department’s pro- 
gram for the reconditioning and rehabili- 
tation of sick, wounded, and injured per- 
sonnel is rapidly being expanded in all 
types of hospitals from those on posts and 
stations to the largest of the general hos- 
pitals. 

In the General Hospitals, the Surgeon 
General, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, 
plans to have twenty per cent of the to- 
tal bed capacity set aside for carrying 
forward the reconditioning program, 
Wherever possible this is being done so 
as to detach the reconditioning work from 
the other work of the hospital, such as 
by the use of nearby barracks or the rent- 
ing of property near the hospital, and by 
the construction of special facilities for 
recreation and occupational therapy. 

The primary objective of the program 
is to restore the men to active military 
duty as promptly as possible and in good 
physical and mental condition. It also 
serves the purpose of better fitting the 
men for their ultimate return to civil life. 


At each hospital the program is un- | 
der the general direction of a medical | 


officer. One officer of the Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps is allotted for each 100 


| 


patients. One physical education direc- | 


tor also is provided for each 100, and two 
duty sergeants. 

-The physical education directors are 
selected from among those men in the 
Army who are graduates of colleges where 
they specialized in physical education. 

Personnel for the occupational therapy 
work are selected from among women 
graduates of recognized schools of occu- 
pational therapy. They are employed in 
a civilian status. 

There are three major parts to the 
program: physical training, educational 
training, and recreation. The physical 
training portion begins with physical ther- 
apy directed toward remedying the spe- 
cifie defect from which the man is suffer- 


ing. This goes on into occupational ther- | 
apy where the same emphasis is given to | 


cepairing the defect. Furtner general phy- 
sical training is carried out under the 
physical education director to care for 
all parts of the body. This program pro- 
gresses from hospital level to military lev- 
els when the man is ready for return to 
duty. 

The educational training gets its great- 
est emphasis while the patient is ‘still in 
bed, when his condition is such that he is 
better able to undergo mental than phy- 
sical work and diminishes as he progress- 
es physically. In this phase use is made 
of all the facilities of the Special Services 
division, such as the correspondence 
courses, languages, lectures, ete., and is 
brought to the man’s bedside until he is 
physically able to go out. 

The Red Cross handles the recreational 
phases, conducting games, sports, group 
singing, trips to nearby points of interest, 
ete. Of course the shows of the USO also 
are utilized in the program. 

While the program is being instituted 
in every Army hospital it will be more 
elaborate in the General Hospitals. Con- 
siderable use will be made of the England 
zeneral Hospital in Atlantie City, which 
is considered particularly adapted for the 
program, 








Athletic and Recreation Officers 


Tables of organization of regiments 
and equivalent units have been changed 
to include a special service officer with 
the designation of athletic and recrea- 
tion officer. 

It will be the mission of this officer 
to increase the military effectiveness of 
officer and enlisted personnel through 
physical training programs, athletics, 
recreation and welfare activities. 

His duties pertaining to athletics in- 
clude the organization of such activities 
and the planning and development of 
adequate fields as well as securing and 
maintaining athletic equipment. 

He will stimulate interest in and su- 
pervise the production of soldier shows, 
encourage participation in off-duty music 
activities and insure the maximum use 
of available recreational facilities, and 
serve as consultant in welfare matters 
which involve the Red Cross, USO, Fed- 
eral Security Agency, and other federal 
and local welfare agencies outside the 
War Department. 

Qualifications for such officers include 
having actively participated in athletics 
or experience in coaching or physical 
education, the necessary cultural back- 
ground and initiative and organizational 
ability. 





Supplies to SW Pacific 


Senator A. B. Chandler (Dem. Ky.), 
one of the five Senators who toured the 
fighting fronts, said this week that “It was 
apparent at the time I was in that area 
that insufficient aid was being sent to

The Secretary of War reviewed the Gil- | 
bert Islands action at his press confer- | 


ence this week as follows: 

“Landings at Tarawa and Makin were 
made last Sunday and at Abemana a day 
later. The heaviest resistance was encount- 
ered at Tarawa, where the Second Marine 
Division had some tough fighting and con- 
siderable casualties before securing and con- 


solidating their beachheads, Fighting at this | 


point is about over, with practically alt 
enemy resistance overcome. The landing at 
Abemana was also made by Marines without 
much difficulty. Farther north at Makin the 


27th Infantry Division, a New York National | 


Guard organization, completed the conquest 
of the island group in about 48 hours.  In- 
cluded among combat teams which overran 
the Japanese positions was that of the 165th 
Infantry, formerly better known as_ the 
‘Fighting 69th,’ of New York, a regiment 
with long traditions of victories on many 
fronts. Unfortunately, the gallant leader of 
this great regiment, Colonel James Gardiner 
Conroy, was killed at Makin as he led a 
charge on the enemy positions, I might say 
that that news came to me with personal 
sense of loss, because some two or three 
years ago when I last inspected that divi- 
sion, I met Colonel Conroy and was very 
much impressed with his effectiveness and 
with resulting good conduct of the troops 
urder his command.” 

A communique issued 24 Nov. from Ad- 
miral Nimitz’ headquarters stated that 
Betio Island, Tarawa Atoll, was captured 
shortly after noon, 23 Nov., after a des- 
perate enemy counter attack was crushed 
by the 2nd Marines. Remnants of the 
enemy, it said, were being hunted down 
on Tarawa, Abemama and Makin while 
the 7th Air Force continued attacks on 
the Marshalls. 

These are the officers in command of 
the assault on the Gilberts: 

Baltimore-born, Annapolis-educated, Vice 
Adm. Raymond A. Spruance, USN, command- 
er Central Pacific Force and in command of 
the entire Gilberts operation, is 57. Now de- 
feating the Japs in amphibious operations, he 
earlier whipped them at sea, having served as 
a task force commander in the Battle of Mid- 
way. His “seamanship, endurance and ten- 
acity”’ are attested in the citation accompany - 
ing the DSM he won in that engagement. 

Veteran aviator John H. Hoover, vice ad- 
miral, USN, has two personal grudges against 
the Japs. He had two tours of duty on the 
USS Lexington, one as CO, and commander 
the USS Langley, both of which were sunk by 


the Japanese while he was held to inactivity | 


as commander of the Caribbean Sea Frontier, 
a post which falsely promised action early in 
the war. Admiral Hoover, 56, native of Se- 
ville, O., and product of the Naval Academy, 
is getting action now. 

Rear Adm. Richmond K, Turner, 58 and an 
airman, has reason to know the Japs well. 
From 1927 to 1929 he served as commander, 
aircraft squadrons, Asiatic Fleet; in 1932, he 
served as technical adviser for naval aviation 
to the Americans at the Geneva disarmament 
conference, where the Japs won a victory, and 


in 1942 he commanded the amphibious forces ' 


in the assault on Guadalcanal. The 1942 a 
tion won him the DSM and the Navy Cross 
and a place in the memory of the Nipponese 
Native of Portland, Ore., Admiral Turner also 
is Annapolis educated. 

First of the Generals Smith is Maj. Gen 
Holland M., affectionately, “Howling Mad’ 
Smith, 61, appointed to the Marine Corps from 
civil life. Native of Seale, Ala., he fought the 
Roche in Franee, won a Purple Heart and 
other decorations. In this war he saw th 
Philippines, in which he served, fall to the 
enremy. Now he's in action to even the score, 

The second Marine Smith is Maj. Gen 
Julian (., 58, native of Cecil County, Md., ap 
pointee to the Corps from civil life. Tropical 
warfare is an old story to him, and he has a 
Navy Cross won in the Nicaraguan Campaign, 
and medals for the Haiti and Santo Domingo 
Campaigns, to attest to it. 


The Army's Smith, Maj. Gen. Ralph € 
native of South Omaha, Nebr., celebrates his 
Oth birthday today, 27 Nov. Coming in 


through the ranks of the Colorade National 
Guard, General Smith won a Regular Army 
commission in 1916, saw much service in 
France, and during the first years of World 
War IT, July, 1989, to March, 1942, held re 
sponsible posts in G-2, War Department Gen 
eral Staff. 





Report on Detachment of Officers 

It has been directed by the Navy De 
partment that requests for the detach- 
ment of officers because of unsatisfactor) 
performance of duty or unfitness for an 
assigned billet shall be accompanied by a 
full statement of the reasons for the re 
quest. 

If a senior officer is dissatisfied with 
the performance of duty of an_ officer 
under his command, his opinion should 
be a matter of official record. When de 
tachment of an officer is the result of 
request for such action by his command 
ing officer the fitness record submitted 
upon his detachment must include 4 
statement to that effect as it is impera 
tive that his record reflect his perform- 
anee of duty.

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Report on Gen. Patton 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee voted unanimously on 24 November 
to instruct its chairman, Senator Rey- 
nolds, to write a letter to the Secretary 
of War requesting that a full report be 
furnished to the committee in the matter 
of Lieutenant General George S. Patton, 
jr, striking a shell shocked soldier. 

Senator Reynolds stated after the 
meeting that if the War Department does 
not “clean up the mess” the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee will. 

It was stated at the committee that the 
request to the Secretary of War has no 
bearing on the pending nomination of 
General Patton to be a major general in 
the Regular Army. Early in October, 
nearly two months after General Patton 
struck the soldier in an evacuation hos- 
pital in Sicily, the President, on

recommendation of the Secretary of War, | 


vent to the Senate the nomination of Gen- 
eral Patton to be promoted two grades 
othe permanent list. Although a tempo- 
rary lieutenant general, Patton is a col- 
mel on the Regular Army list. The 
President's nomination would have made 
him a brigadier general as of 1 Septem- 
ber 1943 and a major general the next 
day. These nominations have not been 
acted upon because some of the other 
officers nominated at the same time did 
not have the required 28 years’ service, 
necessitating a special bill, which is now 
before the House. 

The strange story of General Patton 
twice striking and profanely abusing a 
shell shocked and hospitalized enlisted 
man and receiving no punishment there- 
for except a verbal scolding reached the 
American public this week after Allied 
headquarters in the Mediterranean had 
tried to hush the affair up with a state- 
ment seemingly denying its truth. The 
enlisted man was identified only as a 21- 
year-old Regular Army soldier who had 
been in combat in North Africa and Sicily 
and who had been ordered to the hospital 
against his own wishes. 

At Allied headquarters it was stated 
that General Dwight D. Eisenhower “took 
the hide off” General Patton and ordered 
him to apologize to the soldier and to all 
officers and enlisted men in his command. 
“General Eisenhower,” it was said, “told 
him that he must make amends and make 
them quickly.” No action was taken that 
would have required the affair to be en- 
tered in General Patton's oflicial record. 

The affair came to light in a radio 
broadcast by Drew Pearson who also 
said that General Patton had been re- 
lieved of his command and would not be 
used in combat any more. It was this lat- 
ter statement that gave Allied head- 
quarters the opening to issue a statement 
Siying, “General Patton is commanding 
the 7th Army, has commanded it since it 
Was activated and is still continuing to 
command it. General Patton has never 
“el reprimanded at any time by General 
Eisenhower or by anyone else in this 
theater,” 

The next day a spokesman for Allied 
headquarters told the correspondents 
that the statement was not the whole 
truth. He then proceeded to make public 
the details of the whole affair, which has

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been the subject of talk in the Mediter- 
ranean area ever since it occurred. 

The incident occurred 10 August in an 
evacuation hospital in Sicily, while Gen- 
eral Patton was leading his victorious 
Army through the brilliant campaign on 


that island. The General was visiting the | 


hospital cheering up the wounded and ill 


men. The soldier was seated on the edge | 


of his cot crying. General Patton asked 
him what was the matter with him. Ap- 
parently the soldier did not hear him for 
he continued to cry. Patton repeated the 
question and the soldier replied, “I don’t 
know, sir. I keep hearing the shells going 
over my head, but I don’t hear them land 
or explode.” General Patton, apparently 


thinking the man a malingerer, swore 
profanely, calling him, among other | 


things, “yellow bellied” and told him to 
zo back to the front and fight. General 
Patton then struck the man with the 
back of his hand, knocking off the helmet 
liner which the soldier was still wearing. 
A nurse tried to interfere but another 
officer restrained her. Still swearing, Gen- 
eral Patton went away, but returned and 
struck the soldier again. It was reported 
that the soldier was broken hearted, sob- 
bing that he hoped his family would not 
hear of the affair. He wanted to return 
to the front at once, but doctors kept him 
in the hospital ten days longer. It is un- 
derstood that he is now back with his 
unit. Prior to the incident the soldier had 
been under heavy bombardment for 
weeks, had twice refused to be hospital- 
ized, consenting only when the medical 
officers insisted. 

One of the most colorful generals in 
the Army, Patton made a fine record in 
the campaigns in North Africa and Sicily. 
Swashbuckling and flamboyant, he car- 
ries two pearl handled revolvers and is 
known as “Blood and guts.” Early in the 
African campaign it was reported that he 
had told his men he would like to meet 
Rommel in a duel with tanks. 


At his press conference 25 Nov., the | 


Secretary of War declined to comment 
on the incident. He did say, however, 
that from the beginning of the War he 
and the Chief of Staff have been in ac- 
cord on the basic principles which they 
deemed necessary in dealing with com- 
manders who were to be assigned and 
given responsibility for operations in the 
many theaters throughout the world. 
These principles, he said, are: 

“1. To use utmost care in the selection 
of commanders in each of these theaters 
of war. 

“2. To give to each such commander 
the fullest authority to deal with situa- 
tions and personnel in his theater. 

“3. To hold him responsible for the 
results thus obtained.” 


“We have realized from the begin- 
ning,” the Secretary said, “that under 
the geographical circumstances of this 


war, the man on the ground must know | 


the details of each problem much better 
than we could in Washington. 

“Under these’ principles General 
Eisenhower is responsible for all mat- 
ters of administration and discipline 
within his theater. The War Depart- 
ment has full confidence in his fairness, 
justice and ability to conduct the affairs 
of his command in the highest interest 
of his troops and country. 

“In his review of facts, General Eisen- 
hower took into consideration the value 
of General Patton's executive ability and 
leadership and aggressive fighting quali- 
ties demonstrated in two wars, but most 
particularly in his victorious campaigns 
at Casablanca, in Tunisia, and in Sicily.” 


Asked if the War Department had 
been informed of the affair, the Secre- 
tary replied that the Department was 


informed “in general but not in detail.” 
He said that the War Department did 
not approve of the first statement issued 


at Algiers headquarters, which gave the | 


impression that the incident was being 
denied, and added that neither did Gen- 
eral Eisenhower approve of it. 

Asked if the War Department knew 
of the incident when General Patton was 
recommended for promotion two grades 
on the permanent list, he said that the 
Department was aware of his conduct 
and made the recommendation on the 
basis of his over-all value to the nation.

Naval Academy Candidates 

Due to present wartime conditions and 
the attendant length of time required for 
examinations mailed to reach ships in 
distant areas, the survey which has here- 
tefore been made the first week in Janu- 
ary of enlisted men of the Navy to de- 
tefmine those eligible for entrance ex- 
aminations to the Naval Academy is being 
made immediately. 

Enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps must have had nine months active 
service in a ship or station prior to 1 
July of the year in which entrance to the 
Naval Academy is desired. 

Attention has also been called to the 
fact that enlisted men of certain officer 
candidate classifications of the Naval Re- 
serve (V-5, V-7 and V-12), whether ac- 
tive or inactive, are not eligible to com- 


| pete for entrance.

Transportation of Dependents 

The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-37674) that in view of the pro- 
vision in section 1(a) of the missing per- 
sons act, defining “person” as used in the 
act as including commissioned officers 
wherever serving, the fact that an Army 
officer was serving in the United States 
at the time he was killed as a result of a 
military or naval operation would not 
necessarily, of itself, preclude payment 
of the transportation authorized under 
section 12 of the said act for dependents 
of persons on active duty who are killed 
a= the result of “military or naval opera- 
tions.” 

An Army officer who, at the time of his 
death or injury resulting in death, was 
engaged in training activities to render 
himecolf or others fit for combat service 

duties directly connected with the 
military or warlike functions of the War 
Department, as distinguished from its 





administrative functions—may be _ re- 
garded as having died as a resuit of 
“military * * * operations” within the 


meaning of section 12 of the act, author- 
izing transportation for dependents of 
any person on active duty who is official- 
ly reported as injured, dead, or missing 
as the result of military or naval opera- 
tions.

The Navy Department late last week 
issued instructions covering the applica- 
tions of Naval Reserve aviators for ap- 
pointment in the Regular Navy and ap- 
plications of Naval Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corps Graduates for appointment in 
the Regular Navy. 

Applications for appointment during 
calendar year 1944 must be received by 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel by 1 
March, 1944. 

For aviator applicants, the provisions 
of BuNav Circular Letter 138 /41 are ap- 
plicable except for the following: 

Kligible candidates must have been less 
than 25 years of age upon successful comple- 
tion of training as aviation cadets, and must 
expect on 30 June 1944 to have not less than 
18 months’ continuous active service follow- 
ing completion of duty as aviation cadets. Re- 
port of medical examination should be for- 
warded merely on BuMed Form 1, not on the 
form prescribed in Chapter 12, Naval Courts 
and Boards. Eligibility requirements are fixed 
by Nn and not subject to waiver. 

N.R.O.T.C. graduates’ applications are 
governed by provisions of BuNay Cireu- 
lar Letter 63/42, except in the following 
particulars : 

Eligible candidates must have been less 
than 25 years of age upon reporting for con- 
tinuous active duty aboard ships of the Navy. 
Report of medical examination should be for- 
warded merely on BuMed Form Y, not on the 
form prescribed in Chapter 12, Naval Courts 
and Boards. 


Boards to canvass the applications of 
both aviators and N.R.O.T.C. graduates 
will convene on or about 1 April 1944. 
Receipt of applications from both groups 
will be acknowledged in the Navy De- 
partment’s semimonthly bulletin.

Ten-Hour Battle With U-Boat 
Six Navy planes, an Army plane and a 
Navy blimp recently sunk a_ heavily 
armed enemy submarine in the Carib- 
bean after a ten hour-battle in which one 
Plane was lost and others damaged. 
The action began when the surfaced 
submarine was sighted and attacked by | 


the crew of a Navy Martin Mariner. The 
Mariner damaged the submarine, re- 


ported the fact and was not heard from 
again. The submarine, crippled and on 
fire, fought it out for ten hours before 
sinking. More than 40 of her crew were 
picked up by a destroyer and made prison- 
ers. 





Loses Life Saving Crew 


Ens. Richard Earl St. John, USNR, 
who was recently reported missing in 


action, played a major role in the sink- 
ing of two Nazi U-boats and the rescue 
of the crew of the USS Borie. 

As assistant gunnery officer, Ensign St. 
John directed the machine gun fire at 
close range. In order to shoot downward 
at the submarine, his gunners found it 
necessary to fire through their thick 
metal gun shields. 


After the sub went down, along with 
every member of her crew, Ensign St. 


John immediately reverted to his role of 
assistant first lieutenant of a critically 
damaged ship which had huge holes in 
her sides as a result of ramming the U- 
boat. To get rid of unnecessary weight. 
torpedo tube mountings life boats and 
other heavy equipment were thrown 
overboard. 

When the Borie was abandoned, with 
25 men, Ensign St. John climbed into 
the first life raft and through dangerous- 
ly rough waters set out to reach the USS 
Goff, another destroyer which was a few 
hundred yards away. The Goff was roll- 
ing sharply and the tired crew members 
on the raft were unable to climb the rope 
nets without help. After helping to lift 
all but 4 or 5 of his men to safety, Ensign 

John and the men on the raft were 
swept under the stern of the ship and 
to their deaths. 


Navy To Turn Back Funds 

The Navy Department probably will 
return $4,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000 of 
its 1944 appropriations unspent, it was 
indicated at the Capitol this week, fol- 
lowing announcement last week that the 
Army was returning $13,163,519,000 of 
its $59,034,000,000 appropriation to the 
treasury. 

Chairman Sheppard of the naval sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee probably will announce with- 
in a few days the amount to be returned 
by the Navy and the categories in which 





savings are being effected. The ap- 
propriation bill of the Navy for 1944 


totals $29,494,795,000. 

A few days ago, the Navy’s request for 
$750,000,000 additional for its stock fund 
was met by transferring that amount 
from 19H appropriations for ordnance. 

The Army’s $13-billion saving, an- 
nounced on page 338 of the 20 Nov. issue 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, was ef- 
fected through reduction in size by 548,- 
000 from the previous goal of 8.2 million, 
through curtailment of the armament 
program, postponement of a portion of 
the aircraft program and reduction in 
facilities.

HERD exists in the Army great admiration for Lt. Gen. George 8S. Patton, jr., 
as a battle commander. His direction of operations in North Africa and of the 
campaign in Sicily brought him renown, and the deserved thanks of his country. 
There is deep sympathy for him, also, because under the culminating strain of the 
closing days of the Sicilian campaign he was guilty of an act for which in the past 
officers of lower rank have been dismissed from the Service. That he himself realized 
its gravity was shown by the apologies he tendered to the soldier he struck and cursed, 
to the Hospital Staff and the patients whe were present, and to the officers and men 
of every divisional headquarters of the Seventh Army. It was a humiliating thing for 
him, a Lieutenant General, to do, but it was exactly like him to confess he had done 
a wrong, and to redress it as far as lay in his power. In further extenuation of his mili- 
tary offense, it is pointed out that for thirty-one blood-filled days and nights, he had 
concentrated every bit of his tremendous energy upon the defeat of the enemy who was 
stiffened by German veterans, and by the application of inexorable pressure had 
driven him to ultimate flight to the Italian mainland. Besides the intense mental and 
physical ordeal to which he was subjected, he was moved to tears by the shattered 
bodies of his soldiers, and in such a state of emotional tension his eyes fell upon a 
man whom he took to be a malingerer. Instead of inquiring for the reasons for the 
presence of the man, he flew into a violent rage, and accompanied vituperation with 
a blow. Since he entered West Point, General Patton has been familiar with the 
Articles of War, and with the punishment of dismissal they prescribe for cruel treat- 
ment of a soldier or for conduct of a nature to bring discredit upon the Service. How- 
ever, he was not made subject to the Articles, not even to that which authorized his 
superior to admonish or reprimand him. Instead he was merely privately castigated by 
General Eisenhower and retained in his command. There are lessons to be drawn from 
this deplorable affair which the High Command hereafter should enforce. The kind 
of a Democratic Army we have requires the existence of a state of discipline based 
upon mutual respect. Fortunately, that prevails. Officers no matter what their rank, 
guilty of conduct undermining it, should be relieved instantly from their command. 
After a rest, as in the case of General Patton, they might prove to be useful again. 
The other lesson is that there should be observed with equal strictness the policy of 
General Pershing under which in World War I, divisions were withdrawn from the 
battle line to rest stations, before they became mentally and physically overtired. Had 
this been done in the case of General Patton, he would have been spared from the act 
he committed. With several hundred Generals appointed to the grades they hold for 
special ability, it is absurd to say he could not have been replaced. General Pershing 
. never hesitated to relieve a General Officer who failed, or whom he believed unfit in 
any respect. What he did should be done now in a war which still is to be won, and 
in the winning requires leaders of stamina and balance, able to withstand the strain 
battle imposes. 


HE recoffimendations made this week by President Roosevelt, looking toward the 

post-war care of the men in the Armed Forces are not only in the interest of jus- 
tice but also factors in strengthening the war effort. Men who know that measures are 
being taken for their welfare during the period of transition from military to civil life 
will be better soldiers, will have less worries, and even more for which to fight. The 
President proposes that Congress authorize a mustering-out pay to be distributed in 
monthly installments, Federal unemployment allowances until they get jobs, and credit 
under Federal old-age and survivors’ insurance law. These matters are important to 
every man in the services. They assure him that he will not be dependent upon friends 
and relatives while he seeks employment and endeavors to reestablish himself in 
civilian life. Congress already has shown much interest in these matters and has set 
up National Service Life Insurance, provisions for hospitalization and medical care of 
all veterans, vocational rehabilitation and training, death and disability benefits on 
par with veterans of other wars, the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief Act, etc. That they 
will be readily responsive to the President’s recommendations is indicated by the an- 
nouncement from Representative May, chairman of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, that he plans to call his committee together shortly to work out a compre- 
hensive and thorough program. Senators Wagner of New York and George of Georgia 
prepared to introduce bills carrying out the President’s wishes. Already before the 
House committee are measures to broaden the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief Act and to 
provide for long-term government financed loans to service personnel. It is much wiser 
that these programs be planned and put into law at this time instead of waiting until 
the war is over, for it enables the men to know what they can look forward to when the 
war is won. Recognition now of the obligations the country owes to their fighting men 
and making provisions for reestablishing them in peacetime pursuits constitutes a 
genuine morale booster.

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Details of Cold Weather Garb 


A new cold weather combat uniform, | 


designed to protect against low tempera- 
tures and at the same time permit free- 
dom of movement, is being issued on a 
limited experimental basis to troops in 
extremely cold climates, the War Depart- 
ment announced late last week. 

A special fabric, draw strings on 
jackets to shut out cold air, parka design 
for outer jackets, and caps which protect 
the neck and lower face are among fea- 
tures of the new uniform. It is in a color 
known as olive drab No. 7, slightly darker 
than the standard Army uniform. The 
sole exception to the olive drab color is 
a white parka jacket to be used as an 
overall jacket covering against snow 
backgrounds. 

The new uniform developed by the 
Quartermaster Corps is based on the “lay- 
ering” principle, under which successive 
layers of clothing may be donned to suit 
the climate. It has as its basic fabric a 
nine-ounce material known as “5-har- 
ness” sateen. This material, which gets 
its name from the mechanical arrange: 
ments of the looms on which it is woven, 
is an extremely tough fabric with excel- 
lent wind and water resisting character- 
istics. It was developed cooperatively by 
the Quartermaster Corps and _ textile 
manufacturers, 

The uniform includes a newly designed 
coat-style field jacket of the nine-ounce 
material, with a lining of five-ounce pop- 
lin. This jacket, which can replace five 
different types of jackets now in use, is 
designed to fit loosely in order to accom- 
modate a pile-fabric under-jacket if de- 
side. It is equipped with a draw-string 
at the waist to fit it to the body. Four 
large pockets are roomy enough to accom- 
modate extra hand-grenades or packages 
of combat rations. The under-jacket of 
alpaca pile fabric has long sleeves and 
knitted collar and cuffs.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—There is no doubt that Japan fully realizes the strategic and 
international consequences of the cautious yet steady advance, the American forces 
are making in the Pacific. Particularly is this true of our seizure of Makin and 
Tarawa, of the Gilbert Islands. Those Islands are about 150 miles from the Jaluit 
Atoll of the Marshall Group, an atoll composed of some fifty islands which enclose 
a lagoon large enough to accommodate our Fleet, and now serving as an ideal base 
for Japanese planes, cruisers and submarines. Unquestionably, Tokyo knows that 
once we are consolidated in the Gilberts, we will move upon Jaluit and other air bases 
in the Marshalls. In possession of these points and indeed of the entire group, we will 
secure our lines of communication with Hawaii. Then our objectives would be the 
Japanese base at Ponape, 400 miles from Jaluit, and Truk in the Carolines, 250 miles 
further along. While this mid-Pacific operation is underway, simultaneously from the 
southwest, our forces will be moving northward from the Southwest Pacific so that 
Truk will be caught in a pincer. In occupation of this main enemy base in Micronesia, 
we will be within 650 miles of Guam. 

In the face of these prospective operations, the first of which has begun, Japan 
will be compelled to abandon her warfare of limited aims, which contemplates holding 
what she has seized, and determine whether to keep her Fleet in nea rby home waters, 
or seek us in battle. Secretary Knox, Admiral Nimitz, General MacArthur, and Ad- 
miral Halsey, have been taunting her for keeping her Fleet distant from action, but 
with the movement begun by Admiral Nimitz, they know that Tokyo is being forced 
to solve the weighty problem of where to intercept us. It would seem the best Japanese 
point for conflict would be before we establish our bases in the Gilberts and Marshalls, 
for it is the longest leg, 1,800 miles, of our voyage to Japan. It is true this route 
means that our supplies would have to be carried a great distance from our West 
Coast, and that hostile submarines, using hideaways in uncaptured atolls, would be 
able to take a toll of our transports and cargo ships. But to the Japanese, the in- 
exorable character of our progress can have only one end, that is our presence near 
to their homeland, and in a position to interfere with their exploitation of the Empire 
they have grasped. 

Through our own propaganda and by other means, the peoples of the Far East 
will recognize the threat to Japan which our mid-Pacific operations mean. The Gen- 
eral Staff of Russia as well as that in Tokyo, will understand that the attack upon 
Makin and Tarawa, has been timed with the steps being taken to implement the 
Moscow agreements. More than ever the Nipponese War Lords will be indisposed to 
invade Siberia; it would be foolish for them to take on another enemy when the pow- 
erful United States is moving to the final assault. Further, they must consider in- 
creasing the defense of Ponape and Truk and intervening Islands. This will require 
the withdrawal of ships and troops from other regions. But if such withdrawals occur 
in the Southwest Pacific, then MacArthur’s advance will be facilitated. It would 
seem necessary, therefore, for reenforcements to come from China, which would help 
the Chungking Government, and it would also lighten the task assigned to Lord 
Mountbatten. 

In view of these facts, and Germany’s retreat in Russia, her expenditure of men 
and munitions in Italy, and our threats of more second fronts in the Balkans and 
Western Europe, it is not surprising that in a broadcast on 20 November, Lord Hali- 
fax, the British Ambassador, suggested that the end of the war may be nearer than 
many of us suspect. This distinguished diplomat emphasized, however, that our 
enemies still are formidable, and that we must not slacken our efforts to bring about 
their earlier defeat. Of like view are the President, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Marshal Stalin. To make it realizable, a program of future coordinated military 
operations, and a draft of the plan for an international system of postwar peace and 
security, are being prepared. The two dovetail with one another in their purpose to 
weaken the will of Germany and Japan to continue to fight against the inevitable. By 
hitting those nations with our increasing power, the strength of their resistance is 
lessened, and simultaneously by announcing they are to have security without 
aggression, and will share on equal terms in the trade and the raw materials of the 
world, it is believed their peoples will be the more disposed to lay down their arms. 
Thus they are to suffer from the mailed fist which is to be covered with a velvet glove 
after they surrender. 

It does not seem to be understood as it should be, that the Moscow agreements 
are in close accord with the principles of the Atlantic Charter. In the communique 
on the Moscow Conference, there appears the statement that consideration was given 
to questions concerning “treatment of Hitlerite Germany and its satellites, economic 
cooperation and assurance of general peace.” Here was a direct assurance to the 
German people and those allied with them, that the three great Powers have in mind 
cooperation with them in their future economy and in peace. An indication of the 
economy contemplated is found in the Atlantic Charter, which, besides providing for 
equal enjoyment to trade and raw materials, pledges collaboration in the economic 
field with the object of securing for all, improved labor standards, economic advance- 
ment and social security. The charter further seeks to bring about the establishment 
of a peace of safety at home, and freedom from fear and want. Peace is defined in the 
Charter as a condition under which all men shall be able to traverse the high seas 
and oceans without hindrance. 

To win to the goals set, there is being discussed the form and character of the 
proposed international system. Regarding them, contributions in the way of thought 
from all the United Nations are being solicited. Secretary Hull has communicated to 
all members of the Alliance, the Moscow Agreement and the explanation thereof 
which he made in his speech before Congress at its joint meeting last week. In that 
speech, he said that no secret agreements had been made at Moscow, that boundary 
questions would be held in abeyance until the termination of hostilities, and that as 
the provisions of the Moscow Declaration were carried into effect, there would no 
longer be need for spheres of influence, for alliances, for balance of power or for any 
other special security pact. The fact that Mr. Hull said there were no secret agree- 
ments disposed of the suggestion that something of the kind had been entered into. 
The postponement of consideration of boundary questions until after our enemies 
have surrendered, carries with it the expectation set forth in the Atlantic Charter, 
that there will be no territorial changes which do not accord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned. In other words, the votes of the peoples of the Fin- 
nish territory which Russia had retaken in 1939, of the Baltic States, of a part of 
Poland claimed by Russia, of Bessarabia and Moldavia, will determine whether or 
not they will become an integral part of the Soviet Union. Polish speakers say a free 





vote will be impossible since Russian troops will be in occupation, and in view of the 
repeated Russian assertion of intention to acquire their territory, they plan to use 
the underground to resist Soviet activity. However, there is a provision in the Moscow 
Declaration which forbids a signatory after the cessation of hostilities to employ its 
forces within the territories of other States except for the specified purposes of the 
Declaration, and, then only after joint consultations. 


Admittedly, Secretary Hull is optimistic in his expectation that there will no 
longer be need for spheres of influence, alliances, balance of power and security pacts. 
Properly he believes time will be required to develop the International Organization 
in order to accomplish their abandonment. For the present, it is doubtful if Britain 
will or can refrain from reestablishing the balance of power in Europe, and that 
Russia is suspicious of its revival is indicated by the question she has raised as to the 
Confederation of small States which Prime Minister Churchill suggested. Nor is it 
likely that Britain and Russia will forego their spheres of interest in Persia and 
China. However, Secretary Hull has planted the seed for the abandonment of policies 
which have not stopped war, but in some instances have promoted it, and the Inter- 
national Organization to be created is expected to nourish it. Since the President has 
the practically unanimous support of Congress in his plan for the world peace and 
security organization, he will be able to speak to Churchill and Stalin with a single 
American voice, and backed as he will be by Lend-Lease and the UNNRA, the latter 
the relief and rehabilitation administration, his views must be considered by them 
with special attention. In a speech made by Admiral Standley, former Ambassador 
at Moscow, he pointed out that the pressure of economic facts when victory is won, 
should require the Russian leaders to link up domestic economic issues with inter- 
national problems. In other words, the Soviet Union needing help especially from 
the United States, will incline more and more to an arrangement under which its 
welfare and peace can be promoted. 


Army Ground Forces—H EADQUARTERS, AGF—Noting a deficiency in the knowl- 
edge of first aid among men at an Army Ground Force Repalcement Depot, Lt. Gen. 
Lesley J. McNair, commanding general of the Army Ground Forces, reminded his com- 
manders that the lecture method of instruction cannot be successful in making soldiers 
proficient in first aid work. 

“Men cannot be taught first aid for wounds ,arrest of hemorrhages, or improvisa- 
tion of splints for fractures by lectures alone,” General MeNair said. “First aid train- 
ing should include sufficient practical work so that every individual is proficient in the 
application of the various first aid measures he may be called upon to use on the 
battlefield.” General McNair urged all Ground Force commanders to take any neces- 
sary steps to correct deficiencies in first aid found within individual units. 

ANTIAIRCRAFT COMMAND—In connection with antiaircraft training matters, 
Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Green, commanding general cf the Antiaircraft Command, ac- 
companied by Lt. Col. H. C. Donnelly, GSC, Deputy Chief of Staff, visited the Anti- 
aircraft Artillery Training Centers at Ft.

The new travelling hospital unit, of all-steel construction, has been designated 
the 3rd Hospital Train. It consists of ten cars, including six ward cars, a kitchen 
car, utilities car and two personnel cars for officers and enlisted men. Each of the 
cars is slightly more than half the length of the ordinary railroad car, and was 
designed purposely to negotiate the sharp curves, narrow bridges and tunnels of for- 
eign railways. 

The train is a complete unit in itself. The utilities car furnishes electric cur- 
rent from two diesel generators for light, ventilation and refrigeration. Two oil- 
fired steam boilers provide heat and hot water. 

Each of the ward cars will accommodate 16 bed patients. The beds are arranged 
in two tiers on each side of the car. Messing facilities are provided in the kitchen 
ear, where a dining compartment will accommodate 16 members of the train's oper- 
ating personnel.

Army Air Forces—The Ford Motor Co. announced 20 Nov., with the approval of the 
War Department and the AAF, that more than 1,000 B-24 four-engined bombers 
have been flown from the Willow Run plant during the last year. The statement 
added that this figure did not include substantial numbers shipped in knockdown 
sets for final assembly elsewhere. The figures are the first official statistics on pro- 
duction to be released from the Willow Run plant. 

Fighter pilots flying Armyy P-47 Thunderbolts powered with Pratt and Whit- 
ney 2,000 horsepower “Double Wasp” engines now have added bursts of emergency 
power at their command through the development of a water injection device. The 
auxiliary equipment, which has remained a military secret until this week, is de- 
signed to be used in the way a pilot fires his machine guns. It gives an added surge 
of power to the engine to increase the climb or speed when most needed. Its effective- 
ness has already been proved in actual combat. 

The water injection device has three main advantages. First, the cooling effect 
of the vaporization in the cylinder is greater with water than with fuel. Second, the 
susceptibility to detonation, which limits the power that can be taken from a cylinder, 
is lessened with the presence of water in the cylinder. Third, it produces more power 
because it permits the use of a leaner mixture from the carburetor. 

Major Ralph Cheli led a formation of AAF bombers through a successful attack 
in the Southwest Pacific and then crashed his own flaming plane into the sea rather 
than disrupt the formation and parachute to safety. 

Leading an attack on the heavily defended Dagua airdrome, enemy aircraft cen- 
tered their fire on his plane causing it to burst into flame while still two miles from 
the objective. His speed would have enabled him to gain the necessary altitude to 
parachute to safety, but this action would have resulted in his formation being dis- 
organized and exposed to the enemy. He elected to continue leading the attack. When 
the mission was accomplished Major Cheli instructed his wing man to lead the 
formation and crashed into the sea. The War Department this week announced the 
award of the Medal of Honor posthumously for the action. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Capt. William E. Eaton (MC) USN, head of the 
Washington office of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery’s Material Division, has 
been named chairman of a new Post-War Planning Board. The board is to consist of 
representatives nominated by the chairman with approval of the Surgeon General, 
(drawn from the divisions of the bureau which are primarily concerned in matters to 
be considered by the board. 

This Post-War Planning Board shall be responsible primarily for the development 
of a post-war disposition of Medical Department properties, facilities, equipment and 
supplies, and for the correlation of this Medical Department program with overall 
Navy plans. It shall also consider such other matters in connection with post-war 
planning as the Surgeon General may refer to it. Divisions of BuMed having cogni- 
zance of subjects being considered by the board shall assist the board as requested in 
such matters and the board shall consult with and utilize the facilities of these divi- 
sions to the fullest possible extent. The findings and recommendations of this board 
are to be submitted to the chief of bureau for his information and decision. 

Among the officers who have reported for duty in the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery are: Comdr. Francis R.. Meyers (MC) USNR, assigned to the Division of 
Aviation Medicine; Lt. Comdr. Bernard L. Toothaker (MC) USNR, assigned to the

A British report mentions the development of a new bomb aiming device which 
is expected to treble the effectiveness of Allied bombing attacks. The report stated 
that the new device releases bombs at the exact moment that the target is in the 
bombsights. Several other weapons of a new type were mentioned, one being a bomb 
larger and more deadly than any yet used. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—Fighting Squadron 26 made history in a brief 15-month 
career by smashing the Axis on two fronts on opposite sides of the world—the first 
Naval Aviation command to be identified as having fought in both the European and 
Pacific war theaters, the Navy Department reported this week. The squadron holds 
unit commendations from the Air Commander of Guadalcanal, the Commander in 
Chief of the Southwest Pacific Fleet and the Commander in Chief of North African 
invasion operations. 

When the United Nations stormed North. Africa on 8 Nov., 1942, Fighting 26 
was in the thick of the battle, strafing tank and supply columns, attacking armored 
cars and troops, and blasting enemy bombers and fighters out of the air. When the 
United Nations’ present offensive against the Japanese in the Solomons opened on 30 
June, 1943, the offensive which culminated in the capture of Munda after some of the 
bitterest air battling in history, Fighting 26 was there. The squadron's pilots shot 
down at least 26 Jap planes, and scored at least that many “probables” in helping to 
drive the enemy from the strategically vital regions. 7 

Fighting 26 was formed on 15 May, 1942, and was disbanded on 4 Sept., 19438. 

Speaking at ceremonies awarding the Army and Navy “E” to Chance-Vought Air- 
craft, 23 Nov., Rear. Adm. Dewitt C. Ramsey, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
voiced his praise of the Corsair fighter which the plant is producing. 

“This plane, I can assure you, is making aviation history,” Admiral Ramsey said. 
“It is sweeping through the skies in the Solomons and South Pacific Areas, blazing a 
victory trail and leaving Japanese wreckage and blasted Japanese hopes in its wake.” 


Marine Corps—Lt. Col. Victor H. Krulak, USMC, who recently returned to this coun- 
try from the Solomons, commanded the Marine Corps task force whose mission it was 
to create a diversionary action on Choiseul Island to cover the large-scale landings 
at Bougainville. For severai days the ruse was successful, the Tokyo radio announc-- 
ing a large force on Choiseul. The Marine battalion was withdrawn about midnight 
of the third day after the Bougainville landing. 

“We got out of Choiseul just about in time,” Colonel Krulak said. 

When asked his opinion of the Japanese as fighting men, he said: 

“I didn’t realize that they are as tenacious as they are. And, mark you, there 
are a lot of them to kill yet. Jap troops are well trained, very rugged, very aggressive 
and not as good as Marines.” 

Marine Corps Headquarters Letter of Instruction No. 587 directs that post, or- 
ganization and detachment commanders prescribe the maximum quantities of cloth- 
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ing, not in excess of quantities listed in the letter, that may be in the possession of 
each enlisted man of their commands, according to the season of the year, and, by 
frequent inspection, see that limitations prescribed by them are not exceeded and 
that only unserviceable clothing is replaced by new issues. 

Letter of Instruction No, 160 and paragraph 1 of Letter of Instruction 179 are 
eancelied by this letter. 

Commanding officers are directed to take steps to instruct all Marines relative 
to the proper deportment required of them when traveling on trains and other con- 
veyances, with warning that those guilty of misconduct are subject to disciplinary 
action. 

In groups of two or more traveling under orders, the senior will be placed in 
charge and written instructions will be issued. The senior will be held responsible 
for the conduct of those under his charge. In the case of a single traveler instructions 
as to his proper deportment may be oral. These orders are contained in Letter of In- 
struction No. 588 

Marine Headquarters Circular Letter No, 622, 12 Nov., directs the attention of 
officers and enlisted men ordered to duty overseas to listed published information for 
their guidance under these circumstances.

“without the Quartermaster Corps under General Gregory, we could not have won 
the final victory which is now on its way. The work of the Quartermaster Corps has 
heen vital not only to our country but to civilization itself.” Among the high-ranking 
oflicers present at the review in honor of General Edmonds were Brig.

Signal Corps—With the opening of the third and final link of the Alaska Military 
Highway Telephone Line from Whitehorse, Yukon Territory, to Fairbanks in Alaska 
—announced 20 Noy. by the commanding general, Northwest Service Command—the 
first overland phone line from the United States to Alaska is now in operation. This 
2,026-mile line, believed to be the longest carrier-equipped wire circuit in the world, 
is furnishing military communications for the United Siates Army “on the road 1 
Tokyo.” 

Constructed by the United States Army Signal Corps and civilian contractors, 
the telephone line extends from Edmonton to Fairbanks along the route of the Alasky 
Military Highway. Above Fairbanks it runs to Anchorage, Alaska, paralleling the 
Alaska Railroad. It is being operated by Signal Corps officers and men and will serve 
te link the Continental United States with the farthermost outpost of our northern 
theater of operations. 

The line, which is constructed of copperweld wire, provides more than a dozen 
channels—telephone, telegraph and teletype. 

The whole project was under the general supervision of the Army Communica- 
tions Service, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, which is headed by Brig. Gen. Frank 
lk. Stoner. The Plant Engineering Agency, the Director of which is Col. Will V. Parker, 
handled the engineering planning and the organization of sources of supply for equip 
ment and engineering personnel. Col. Ira H. Treest, on his becoming chief, Communi 
cations Engineering Branch, which is a part of General Stoner’s Service, acted as 
engineering consultant. In the field the Alaska Communications System, with Col. 
I'red P. Andrews in charge, supervised the construction. Lt. Col. (then Major) Ora F. 
Roberts was the officer in charge of the project. 

Col. Carroll Badeau, Signal Corps, has been designated Commanding Officer of the 
Lexington (Ky.) Signal Depot, succeeding Col. Laurence Watts, just appointed com- 
manding officer of the Holabird Signal Depot at Baltimore. Colonel Badeau has been 
assistant commanding officer and director of supply at Lexington.

Signal Corps Training Center, and personnel and equipment have been transferred 
to the main post at Ft. Monmouth, N. J. Buildings which have been used by the Signal 
Corps since September, 1942, have been released to their owners and the various train- 
ing courses conducted at Asbury Park have been transferred to areas used by the 
etticer candidate school, which since its reduction in candidate personnel does not re- 
quire all its former facilities. 

A school to train Signal Corps personnel in the technique of crystal grinding has 
been established at Holabird Signal Depot, Baltimore, Md., at which eight-week 
courses will be given under the initial supervision of Mr. David McCaa, crystal expert 
from the Camp Coles Signal Laboratory at Red Bank, N. J. 

Camp Kohler, Calif., has been designated as headquarters of a 
trained officers and enlisted men who are to review the classifications of the cadremen 
of the area to determine the actual and potential military skills of each individual. 
Through personal interviews and a survey of the records, the review—which is 
scheduled for completion by the first of the year—is expected to disclose information 
as to whether each man’s ability is being adequately utilized. Capt. Lestie Starks is 
commanding ofticer of the detachment conducting the review. 
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Army Chaplains’ Corps—The Deputy Chief of Chaplains, 
returned from a visit to chaplains in all battle areas, His tour, 
the Rev. William B. Pugh, D.D., Stated Clerk of the Presbyterian Church in 
and Chairman of the Army and Navy Chaplains’ Committee of the Federal Council 
of Churches of America, started in the middle of August.

on S. J. Res. 79, introduced by Senator 
Gillette, of Ia. 

The department told the Congress that 
it believes officers over 6O years of age 
usually begin to lose “or have lost” their 
“maximum efficiency.” 

The bill reported by the House Mili- 
tary Committee this week, S. 1410, was 
introduced in the Senate and promptly 
passed by that body early in October, at 
the sume time that 14 officers were 
nominated for promotion to general of- 
ficer grades. Five of the nine officers 
nominated do not have the 28 years’ 
service required by the 1940 act. 

Although the Senate could have con- | 
firmed the other nominations, in order | 
to preserve seniority, it delayed action 
on the entire group of officers pending 
action by the House on 8S. 1410. 

Unless the bill is amended on the 
House floor to prohibit age retirements, 
the House committee's amendment limit- 
ing the number of brigadier generals 
who may have less than 28 years’ serv- 
ice on appointment, will probably be im- 
mediately accepted by the Senate, since 
the War Department is known to be will- 
ing to accept the limitation. 

What action the Senate will take on 
one of the 14 nominations—that of Col. 
George S. Patton, Cav. (Lt. Gen., AUS) 
to be major general—is another matter. 


In view of the Patton “incident’—dis- 
cussed elsewhere in this issue there 
may be opposition to confirmation. The | 


Secretary of War stated this week that 
he was aware of the incident when he 
recommended to the President that Gen- 
eral Patton be promoted.

“The provisions of law relating to com 
pulsory retirement of officers for advanced 
age were established by the Congress in the 
belief that officers over 60 years of age usual- 
ly begin to lose, or have lost, their maximum 
ethciency at such age. The War Department 
considers that to be a sound general policy. 
In those cases where the over-age officer is 
capable of properly discharging his duties, 
his services are not necessarily lost to the 
War Department by reason of his retirement, 
because in time of war any retired officer 
may be employed on active duty in the dis- 
cretion of the President. It is manifest that 
officers who lack the of 
aggressiveness, vigor, and receptiveness to 
new ideas should be removed in favor of 
equally able and more vigorous younger men. 
That rule should be applied particularly dur 
ing a national emergency. 

“The proposed legislation would, if en 
, place on the active list of the Regular 
y $56 officers who have been retired by 
reason of age between 20 June 1942 and 1 
Sept. 1945. of that number, 78 officers have 
been recalled to duty since their retirement 
Accordingly the proposed measure would 
cause the return of 278 retired to 
uctive service with the Army.

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Fathers’ Deferment Bill 


Faté of S. 763, the draft bill affecting 
the induction of men who were fathers 
before Pearl Harbor, is now up to the 
President, with approval by both Senate 
and House of the report of the conference 
committee appointed to iron out the con- 
gressional disagreements on the Dill. 

Considering the attitude of the head 
of the Manpower Commission Paul V. 
MeNutt, in relation to the bill, he havy- 
ing claimed that the enactment of the 
legislation would “sabotage” sound ad- 
ministration of the over-all manpower 
program, the action of the President can- 
not be predicted. 

The bill provides that induction of the 
different groups, fathers, 
husbands and single men, shall be on a 
national rather than a local basis, men 
who were fathers before 7 Dec. 1941 to 
be inducted last of all. All single men in 
the nation must be inducted before mar- 
ried men can be drafted, and if any State 
runs out of eligible single men, the quotas 
of other States will be increased until 
all single men in the nation are inducted. 
The same rule will hold true in relation 
to post and pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. 

Should the bill be enacted into law, 
fathers may be provided with a further 
delay in induction by the carrying out 
of duties laid down for the medical com- 
mission provided for in the bill. This 
commission, to be constituted of one 
medical officer of the Army, one from the 
Navy and three civilian doctors, all to 
be appointed by the President, will study 
the setting of special standards for men 
who might be inducted only for limited 
service. Men who might qualify for duty 
under the newly established standards 
are to be reexamined. 

This group will include those already 
rejected or those previously discharged 
from service because of physical defects, 
and others whose injuries received in 
combat might nevertheless qualify them 
for duty under the new standards. It is 
believed that the number in this group 
would permit the release for combat duty 
of many able-bodied soldiers and sailors 
now doing administrative and other non-

The medical commission is to examine 
the physical qualification requirements 
for admission to the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps, and is to “recommend to 
the President any changes therein which 
they believe can be made without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the armed ser.

Fathers now in the service will not be 
affected by the provisions of the bill. 

To end the uncertainties now affecting 
the families of married men who may or 
may not have children, and to give draft 
boards a definite basis on which to cop- 
tinue all classification of potential jp. 
ductees, early action by the President is 
expected. 





Discusses Anti-submarine 
Warfare 

Rear Adm. Francis S. Low, Assistant 
Chief of Staff (anti-submarine), United 
States Fleet and Chief of Staff of the 
Tenth Fleet, who appeared recently at 
the Secretary of the Navy’s press con- 
ference, revealed that while our methods 
of attacking enemy submarines in the At- 
lantic have proved highly successful he 
still considers Germany's submarines a 
“potential power, adding that the enemy 
may find some effective way to combat 
our attacking methods.” 


German submarines, Admiral Low 
stated, are still hunting in packs and will 


probably continue to do so until a bet- 
ter method is found. The situation, he 
said, is about the same as several months 
ago, when he compared it with that in 
1917. 


The Tenth Fleet, explained Admiral 
Low, was organized about six months 


ago to exercise unity of control over the 
Navy’s war against submarines in the 
Atlantic. Admiral Ernest J. King, Com- 
mander in Chief of the United States 
Fleet and Chief of Naval Operations, re- 
tained immediate direction of anti-sub- 
marine operations and is commander of 
the Tenth Fleet whose duties are: De- 
struction of U-boats; protection of Allied 
shipping in the sea frontiers concerned; 
support of other anti-submarine forces 
operating in the Atlantic areas; control 
of convoys and shipping that are United 
States responsibilities, and the correla- 
tion of anti-submarine research and per- 
sonnel instruction. 

During a radio interview 21 Nov. Ad- 
miral Low revealed additional details of 
the campaign. 

“To give you an idea of the anti-sub- 
marine effort,” he said, “there are more 
than 100,000 officers and men whose pri- 
mary duties are connected with anti- 
submarine warfare.” 

He went on to say: “Land-based air- 
craft; Liberators, PBM’s, PBY’s have 
played an important part in our success. 
They and associated surface craft render 
the U-boat’s life miserable within the 
range of land-based aircraft and outside 
of that range carrier-based planes, the 
CVE's and their associated surface craft 
take over.’ 

In the past six months, said Admiral 
Low, 150 submarines have been sunk, 
adding, “The U-boat fleet is bent if not 
broken. We estimate their strength in the 
hundreds. We feel that at the rate they 
are being sunk they cannot be making 
great gains.”

A new revenue bill, designed to produce 
$2,139,000,000 in a full year of operation 
Was passed by the House this week, with 
only brief debate, and was sent to the Sen- 
ate, where prompt action also is ex- 
pected, » 

Only $154,800,000 of the total is to be 
obtained from individual income taxes 
but a number of changes have been made 
in the individual income tax laws. 

The Victory tax has been abolished, and 
to absorb that tax, the normal tax rate 
has been increased from 6 per cent to 10 
per cent, and certain changes have been 
made in surtax rates. 

The 10 per cent earned income credit 
has been repealed. 

A so-called minimum tax has been es- 
tablished through a provision in the bill 
which provides that income tax shall not 
be less than 3 per cent of the net income 
of a person, in excess of a special exemp- 
tion of $500 for a single person, $700 for 
a married person, and $100 for each de- 
pendent. 

The bill also requires married persons 
filing separate returns each to take a 
single person’s exemption. 

Individual exemptions continue as un- 
der present law: $1,200 for married per- 
sons, $500 for single persons and $350 for 
each dependent. 

The proposed surtax rates are: 

Thirteen per cent of the surtax net income 
if the surtax net income is not over $2,000.

Under the minimum tax proposal, the | 


taxpayer filing the long form will have 
to compute both usual tax and minimum 
tax, and pay the higher of the two. Those 
having a gross income over $3,000, and 
therefore using the long form, will only 
in rare instances be required to pay the 
minimum tax, as it will apply only where 
the number of dependents exceeds five in 
the case of a single person, or three in 
the case of a married person. 

The following is an example of figuring 
tax under the bill: 

Married person, no dependents, with 
gross income of $1,012.50, deductions of 
$60.75, leaving a net income of $951.75.

The bill is estimated to increase the 
total of federal revenue from an esti- 
mated $41,341,200,000 to $43,480,500,000. 

The House of Representatives voiced 
emphatie disapproval this week to the 
Administration policy of using subsidies 
to prevent rising food prices and infla- 
tion. By the overwhelming vote of 278 
to 117 it placed a ban on subsidies, and 
the Senate is expected to take like ac- 
tion. A Presidential veto is certain, but 
it looks as though that this time the veto 
will be overridden. 





Munitions Production Report 

Munitions production in October was 
substantially higher than in September, 
Mr. Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Vroduction Board, reported this 
week. 

“The general picture showed that man- 
nower, occasional shortages of material 
and design changes gave less trouble than 
in recent months,” Mr. Nelson said, con- 
tinuing: 

“Of the six major munitions groups, 
five advanced, and only one—combat and 
motor vehicles—declined, and that ac- 
cording to plan.” 

Aircraft production in October reached 
a record of 8,362 planes, against 7,598 
in September. Ship construction was up 
6 per cent for cargo and supply, and up 
4 per cent for combatant and other. A 
total of 98 Liberty ships was completed, 
eight less than in September, but five 
above schedule since the Liberty ship 
schedule is being trimmed in preparation 
for increased production of the new Vic- 
tory ship. Tanker production was 13 more 
than in September. 

Production of ammunition, and com- 
munication and electronic equipment was 
well up, it was reported.

Merchant Marine 

Mr. Frank J. Taylor, president of the 
American Merchant Marine Institute, de- 
clared recently in an address before the 
l’creign Commerce Club of New York 
that the Merchant fleet of this country 
Will be almost completely responsible for 
the distribution of the world’s goods in 
the postwar period. 

Mr. Taylor told officials of 48 American 
and foreign steamship lines that after the 


War international trade would exceed 
anything previously known. He added 


that we would hive the ships to transport 
the goods needed for the rebuilding of de- 
vastated countries, 

Transfer of three coastal cargo vessels 
to the Polish Government on a bareboat 
charter basis for the duration of the war 
has been announced by the War Shipping 
Administration. 

Under arrangements for the transfer 
the vessels are bareboated to the Polish 


Government which, in turn, will time 
charter them with crew to the War 
Shipping Administration for operation. 


This is similar to agreements previously 

made with the Norwegian, Netherlands, 

Greek, and Chinese Governments. 
Merchant Ships in Action 

The Cape Neddick, Capt. Harry E. 
Stark. master, was 850 miles off the coast 
of Africa when an enemy torpedo tore 
a 20-foot hole in her side. She headed to- 
ward the submarine with the Navy guaré 
firing her deck guns. After the crew had 
been ordered to the lifeboats it was found 
that only one compartment had been 
flooded and a skeleton crew returned and 
vot her under way. Anether torpedo wag 
fired at her but missed. The next morn- 
ing all of the crew were picked up and 
the ship proceeded to Walvis Bay, South 
Africa, where 300 tons of cargo was un- 
loaded, and then on to Capetown for re- 
pairs. 

Captain Stark bas been awarded the 
Merchant Marine Distinguished Service 
Medal, the Maritime Commission an- 
nounced this week. 

The Liberty ship, James Smith, bound 
from Brazil to British Guiana, was torpe- 
doed. The resulting explosion killed six 
merchant seamen and five members of the 
Navy crew. The master, Capt. William 
HI. Aguilar, after the ship had _ been 
abandoned saw another ship crash into 
her. In the morning the vessel was re- 
hoarded and after temporary repairs was 
sailed to the United States.

Propose Fleet Expansion 


Chairman Vinson of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee this week introduced, 
at the request of the Navy Department, 
H. R. 3715, which authorizes a 3,500,000- 
ton expansion of the Navy. 

The bill authorizes “the acquisition, 
construction, or conversion of certain 
auxiliary vessels, landing craft, and dis- 
trict craft. An identie bill, not yet in- 
troduced in the Senate, has been con- 
sidered by the Senate Naval Affairs Com 
mittee and is to be reported by it. 

The types of ships authorized include 
auxiliary aircraft carriers, ammunition 
ships, refrigerator ships, auxiliary ships 


of various kinds, cargo ships, mine 
sweepers, tankers, transports, evacua- 


tion transports, airplane transport ships, 
repair tugs, landing craft and tank land- 
ing ships. 

The total tonnage will be 2,500,000 of 
auxiliary vessels and 1,000,000 of land- 
ing and district craft. 

Records show that this is the seventh 
bill for auxiliaries and the second for 
landing craft presented for congressional 
action since June, 1940. 

The expected cost of the ships will be 
around $3,600,000,000. Ordnance equip- 
ment will cost approximately $1,700,000,- 
000; the total appropriation needed will 
therefore be $5,300,000,000. 

The plans of the Navy Department call 
for the immediate construction of about 


1,800,000 tons of auxiliary vessels and 
350,000 tons of landing craft. Most of 


the auxiliary ships will be built by the 
Maritime Commission for the Navy. 

A letter from the Navy Department re- 
ports that: “A review of the auxiliary 
vessel requirements indicates that there 
is urgent need for additional authoriza- 
tion for a total of 2% million tons. This 
amount includes a considerable tonnage 
of large transports being built by the 
Maritime Commission that were original- 
ly intended to be operated by the War 
Shipping Administration for the Army. 





Issue of Discharge Buttons 

Lapel buttons for wear on civilian cloth- 
ing, to signify honorable military service 
on and after 9 Sept., 1939, are being dis- 
tributed to issuing agencies throughout 
the country, the War Department an- 
nounced this week. 

The announcement of when and where 
the buttons will be distributed to those 





eligible to receive them will be made lo- | 


cally within the next few days by each 
of the nine service commands. 

The Quartermaster Corps has procured 
approximately 1,500,000 of the plastic 
gold-coated buttons. Of these, 1,100,000 
have been sent to quartermasters depots 
throughout the continental United States. 
From the depots the buttons are being 
sent to Army posts, camps and stations. 

There are alternate procedures which 
eligible personnel may follow in obtain- 
ing the buttons. One is by applying in 
person at any Army installation, except 
ports of embarkation. The other is by 
Writing to any Army installation. 

When applying in person, enlisted per- 
sonnel must submit their certificates of 
honorable discharge or their certificates 
of service, on which the issuance of the 
button will be noted. Officers must bring 
with them two true copies of the orders 
Which separated them from active service. 

If application is made by mail, enlisted 
personnel must inelose their discharge 
papers. Officers must inclose two true 
copies of their separation orders. It is rec- 
ommended that such letters be sent by 
registered mail to avert danger of dis- 
charge papers being lost. 





American Prisoners Transferred 

The American Red Cross has an- 
hounced that the International Red Cross 
Committee has reported from Geneva, 
that S00 of the approximately 1,000 
American prisoners of war who were in 
‘internment camps in Italy at the begin- 
Mng of September, have been transferred 
to Germany. 

The names of these men and of the 
Prisoner war camps to which they have 
been sent have not yet been received. 
Whereabouts of the approximately 200 
Prisoners unaccounted for in the Geneva 
Information, has not. been officially re- 
ported. 


Report Use of Servicemen 


The Joint Committee on Reduction of 
Nonessential Federal Expenditures, in 
reporting to the Senate this week, stated 
that they have been informed that the 
War and Navy Departments are replac- 
ing civilian employes with young male 
enlisted and commissioned personnel wlio 
are fit for combat service. 

The committee has asked a report from 
the departments listing such personnel 
below the rank of lieutenant colonel and 
between the ages of 18 and 35 years. 

Among recommendations of the com- 
mittee was one that the War Department 
effect a reduction of at least 150,000 
civilian employes in the clerical, ad- 
ministrative and fiscal branches, and a 
total of 300,000 in all branches and 
agencies. 

A table submitted indicates that the 
various Government departments had a 
total of 2,964,405 civilian employes at the 
end of September and that the increases 
in some branches amounted to 35,378 
while the decrease in such personne] for 
the six month period ending with Sep- 
tember amounted to 166,431. 





Suspend EFM Messages 

Suspension of all Expeditionary Force 
Messages (EFM) to personnel of Ameri- 
can armed forces overseas during the 
period from 6 Dee. to 25 Deec., inclusive, 
was announced this week by the War De- 
partment. All EFM cables from military 
personnel overseas, however, will con- 
tinue to be transmitted during this 
period. 

Outgoing EFM’s will be suspended dur- 
ing the Christmas period because in some 
overseas areas communications facilities 
are not adequate to handle the expected 
volume of EFM Christmas greetings to 
troops. Taking into account the holiday 
increase in outgoing messages last year 
and the increased number of troops over- 
seas this year, communications facilities 
in areas not served directly by American 
companies would be overtaxed. 


EFM messages, introduced in June, 
1942, include such fixed texts as “Please 


” 


Write,” “Love,” “Many Happy Returns, 
“Family All Well,” and “Son Born.” In 
all, there are 102 fixed texts, any three 
of which, except during the 6-25 Dee. 
period, may be transmitted between the 
United States and most overseas areas 
for a uniform charge of 60 cents. 





Officers’ Uniform Booklet 

The Clothing Division of the Army Ex- 
change Service has recently printed 200,- 
000 copies of an informative brochure 
which explains the advantages of the 
Army oflicers’ uniform plan activated by 
the War Department in 1942 to provide 
advantageous uniform facilities for all 
commissioned personnel. 

Addressed to Army officers and officer 
candidates, the booklet explains how, as 
a result of working with leading woolen 
mills and men’s wear manufacturers, 
Army Exchange Service has been able to 
put on the market, at $44.50, a quality 
readymade uniform which would retail 
normally at more than $50. 

AES uniforms are sold only by author- 
ized dealers and Army exchanges. Each 
uniform bears an identifying label with 
the great seal of the United States and 
the legend, “Regulation Army Officer’s 
Uniform.” Authorized dealers may be 
identified by the certificate of appoint- 
ment each displays.

Exchange Service Clothing Division, in a 
letter sent to exchanges and dealers, has 
requested that the booklets be distributed 
to all officer candidates so they will know 
how to get the best uniform value when 
they receive their commissions. 





More Women Messmen 

By executive order 9395 approved this 
week, President Roosevelt has authorized 
assignment of additional mess attendants 
for the Marine Women’s Reserve. Pre- 
vious orders authorized a messman, with 
additional pay of $5 a month, for each 
20 men, a ratio which will be continued 
in male units. However, the new order 
authorizes a woman mess attendant, with 
$5 additional pay) for each 15 women, the 
lower ratio having been found necessary. 


Women’s Reserves Promotions 

Promotion of Maj. Ruth Cheney Street- 
er, director of the Marine Corps Women’s 
Reserve, to rank of lieutenant colonel was 
announced by Marine Corps headquarters 
this week. 

The promotion was effected under 
authority of the act of 9 Nov. which per 
mitted promotion of the directors of the 
Women’s Reserves of the Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserves to rank of captain 
and colonel, respectively, and removed 
limitations on promotions to lower ranks. 

Under authority of the law, Mildred H. 
McAfee, WAVES Director, was advanced 
from lieutenant commander to captain 
last week. 

Although authority exists, under the 
act, for advancement of Lieutenant 
Colonel Streeter to full colonel, Marine 
Corps headquarters has decided not to 
make that promotion at this time, pre- 
ferring to make promotions gradually. 

The Marine Corps Women’s Reserve 
is the youngest of the three Women’s Re- 
serves of the sea services. 

Promotion of Lt. Comdr. Dorothy C. 
Stratton, Director of the Women’s Re- 
serve of the Coast Guard Reserve, is 
awaiting approval of a separate bill 
affecting the SPARS. 

However, the SPARS will not await 
passage of that bill to obtain the increases 
in allowances granted to the WAVES 
nud Women Marines by the act of 9 Nov. 
SPAR allowances already have been 
ordered increased under authority of 
equalization statutes, which prescribe 
that when the compensation of one ser- 
vice is increased, the other services shall 
be correspondingly affected. 

Acting under authority of the 9 Nov. 
act, the Navy has issued orders promot 
ing «a group of WAVES lieutenants 
(junior grade) to rank of lieutenant 
Those promoted were lieutenants (junior 


zrade) who have served in that 
grade since 1 Oct. 1942 or earlier. Ex- 


cluded from the en bloc promotions, which 
were effective as of 11 Nov., were those 
WAVES not physically qualified, under 
treatment in hospital or on sick leave, or 
under disciplinary action. 

S board at Marine headquarters i» 
working on a promotion policy for ofticers 
of the Women’s Reserves. When a ten 
tative policy is drawn up, it will be sub 
mitted to the Commandant and to the 
Secretary of the Navy for approval. 

Until the policy is approved, it is not 
intended to make further promotions to 
the higher grades in the reserve. 





Request Return of Oil Lands 


The Navy Department is requesting 


authority of Congress to return to its 
former owners 532 acres of land near 


Moore, Oklahoma, acquired by the Navy 
in 1942 for use as an auxiliary air field, 
near which a large oil field subsequently 
was discovered. 

In a letter to Chairman Vinson of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox expressed 
his belief that the land should be re- 
turned to the former owners in order 
to enable them to take advantage of its 
increase in value. 

Under the terms of the proposed 
legislation the former owners would re- 
imburse the Navy for the improvements 
which they have made on the land, a 
sum of approximately $120,000, plus the 
price paid for the land, $46,431.60, 





Sec. War Not to Resign Now 

In reply to a question at his press con 
ference 25 Nov., Secretary of War Stim- 
son said that he does not intend to resign 
“at present.” The question was asked in 
reference to an article which appeared in 
a British publication “Review of World 
Affairs.” The Secretary said that publi- 
cation of the report that he was to resign 
was “not authorized.” 





Serviceability Inspections 

The War Department policies appli- 
cable to inspections of clothing and indi- 
vidual equipment when processing troops 
under orders for oversea movement re 
quire that a complete inspection be made 
of each item of clothing and equipment to 
establish combat serviceability. It is not 
intended that used clothing and equip 
ment be replaced at this time unless com 
bat serviceability is actually impaired in 


some way. At the same time inspection 
of the proper fit of clothing is to be made.

be willing to accept available and suitable 
employment, or to engage in a_ training 
course to prepare him for such employment. 
The protection under this system should be 
continued for an adequate length of time fol 
lewing the period for which mustering-out 
payment is made. 

“At present, persons serving in the mer- 
chant marine are not insured under State 
unemployment insurance laws, primarily be 
cause the very nature of their employment 
carries them beyond the confines of any par 
ticular State. I believe that the most effective 
way of protecting maritime workers against 
post-war unemployment is to enact without 
a delay a Federal maritime unemployment in 
surance act. There has been in effect since 
1938 a railroad unemployment insurance act, 
and a similar act for maritime workers is 
long overdue. Marine workers are, however, 
insured under the existing Federal old-age 
and survivors’ insurance law, 

“(3) Members of the armed forces are not 
receiving credit under the Federal old-age 
and survivors’ insurance law for their period 
of military service. Credit under the law can 
be obtained only while a person is engaged in 
ecrtain specific types of employment, Service 
in the armed forces is not included in these 
types. Since the size of the insurance bene 
fits depends upon the total number of years in 
which credits are obtained, the exclusion of 
military se*vice will operate to decrease the 
old-age retirement benefits which will eventu 
ally be payable to service men and women. 
Furthermore, a large number of persons 
whose dependents were protected by the sur 
vivors’ insurance benefits at the time they 
entered the armed forces, are losing entirely 
— insurance rights while they are in ser 
vice. 

“TI, therefore, recommend that the Congress 
enact legislation to make it possible for mem- 
bers of the armed forces to obtain credit 
under the Federal old-age and survivors’ in 
surance law during their period of military 
service. The burden of this extension of old 
age and survivors’ insurance to members of 
the armed forces should be carried by the 
Federal Government, and the Federal con 
tributions should be uniform for all members 
of ha armed forces irrespective of their 
rank,” 





Composition of Deck Court 

Ruling on a case presented by a unit at 
Camp Lejeune, N. C., the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy has stated that pro 
visions of “Naval Courts and Boards” 
that a deck court officer be of rank of 
lieutenant in the Navy or captain in the 
Marine Corps and have at least six years’ 
experience do not prohibit assignment of 
an officer of lower rank or lesser service 


if the convening authority finds that 
exigencies of the service make it im- 


practicable to follow the regulation to the 
letter.
